Coast to Coast, Tea Party Rallies 


City gatherings meant 
to build momentum 
for midterm elections 


Sacramento, Calif. 

Tea party activists gathered in cities 
on each coast and in between Sunday 
to spread their message of smaller 
government and focus their political 
movement on the pivotal congressio- 
nal elections in November. 

Several thousand people marched 
along Pennsylvania Avenue from the 
Washington Monument to the Capitol, 
many carrying signs reading “Con- 
gress You’re Fired” and “Let Failures 
Fail and “Impeach Obama.” 

“It wouldn’t bother me to make a 
clean sweep,” said Michael Power of 
Decatur, Ala., endorsing term lim- 
its for members of Congress. “There 
are some good ones, but we can lose 
those.” 

In Sacramento, an estimated 4,000 
people poured into the former McClel- 
lan Air Force Base site for the “United 
to the Finish” rally — far fewer than 
the 25,000 to 50,000 crowd organiz- 
ers had predicted. 

“We’ve lost respect in the world. We 
are going broke. The American dream 
is dying and our social and cultural 
fabric is unraveling,” said Rep. Mike 
Pence, R-Ind., who spoke at the Wash- 
ington rally. “People are scared. If we 
do not succeed in November, all that

Ruptured Gas Line a Known Risk 



Investigators still 
probing cause of 
deadly Calif, blast 

San Bruno, Calif. 

Federal and state investigators say 
the section of natural gas pipeline 
that ruptured and exploded in a 
deadly fireball near San Francis- 
co had been categorized as high 
risk because it ran through a high- 
ly populated area. 

Documents obtained by The 
Associated Press showed that Pacific 
Gas & Electric submitted paperwork 
to regulators that said a section of 
the same gas line was within “the 
top 100 highest risk line sections” in 
the utility’s service territory. 

A PG&E spokesman confirmed 
Sunday that the section of pipe 
mentioned in the documents was 
on the same line as the segment 
that ruptured and located several 


miles north of the explosion. 

The federal Pipeline and Haz- 
ardous Materials Safety Adminis- 
tration said PG&E had classified 
the 30-inch diameter transmission 
line as a “high consequence area” 
requiring more stringent inspec- 
tions called integrity assessments, 
agency spokeswoman Julia Valen- 
tine said. Nationwide, only about 7 
percent of gas lines have that clas- 


sification, she said. 

The official death toll from the 
blast was four Sunday, and San 
Mateo County Coroner Robert 
Foucrault said they’re still trying 
to confirm whether more remains 
found are human and to identify 
victims. Authorities have said five 
people are missing. 

The cause of Thursday evening’s 
blast is under investigation, (ap)

Administration touts 
rewed-up production 
of advanced batteries 

Washington 

The first wave of mass-produced 
advanced batteries funded by the 
Obama administration’s econom- 
ic recovery program are starting 
to roll off assembly lines, setting 
the stage for new hybrid and elec- 
tric vehicles. So how will consum- 
ers respond? 

Fending off criticism of the $787 
billion stimulus program, the admin- 
istration has cited the battery indus- 
try as one of the success stories. With 
new facilities coming online in the 
Midwest, battery manufacturers for 
the advanced vehicles are provid- 
ing a test case for the government’s 
attempt to revive the economy. 

Battery maker A123 Systems Inc. 
planned to open a new lithium ion 
battery plant Monday in Livonia, 
Mich. About 300 workers, many for- 


merly laid-off auto workers, were to 
join Energy Secretary Steven Chu 
and Michigan lawmakers to promote 
their production of battery cells and 
components. The company received 
$249 million in the stimulus and 
plans to open a second facility next 
year in Romulus, Mich. 

The Energy Department esti- 
mates that the 48 advanced bat- 
tery and electric drive projects 
announced last year under the $2.4 
billion program could lead to the 
production of about 75,000 batter- 
ies by next year and 500,000 bat- 
teries annually by 2014. 

Despite the fanfare, the battery 
industry faces many hurdles. Gas- 
electric hybrid vehicles represent 
about 1 percent of new vehicle sales, 
and many plug-in hybrids and bat- 
tery electric cars are just entering 
the market. And costs are high. The 
government has estimated that a 
battery with a 100-mile range costs 
about $33,000, although stimulus 
money could bring that down to 
$10,000 by the end of 2015. (ap)

After a power struggle within 
Iran’s conservative leadership put 
her freedom in doubt, an Ameri- 
can woman arrested more than a 
year ago along the Iraq border is 
on the verge of heading home. Her 
two companions, however, could be 
on their way to spy trials. 

Sarah Shourd could be released 
in the “next two or three days” — or 
even sooner — after $500,000 bail 
is paid, said Masoud Shafiei, the 
Iranian lawyer for Shourd and the 
other detained Americans, Shane 


Bauer and Josh Fattal. 

President Mahmoud Ahmadine- 
jad had promised Shourd’s release 
on Friday as a sign of Islamic 
compassion at the end of the holy 
month of Ramadan but was quickly 
slammed down by the judiciary — 
which turned around Sunday and 
set its own ground rules. Swiss dip- 
lomats, who represent U.S. interests 
in Iran because the two countries 
do not have direct diplomatic rela- 
tions, were making arrangements 
to post bail. 

“Based on the judiciary decision, 
the lady will be released,” Foreign 
Minister Manouchehr Mottaki said 
at a news conference. 

But as Iranian authorities paved 
the way for Shourd’s release on 
health grounds, they also appeared

to be moving their espionage accu- 
sations into high gear. Tehran’s 
chief prosecutor Abbas Jafari Dow- 
latabadi said indictments against 
the three Americans were issued 
Sunday and the prosecution’s case 
is nearly complete. 

That could mean trials for Bauer 
and Fattal, both 28, and proceed- 
ings in absentia for Shourd, 32. 
Convictions could bring prison sen- 
tences of up to 10 years each. 

“The suspects did not confess, 
but we have enough reasons in 
hand for their spying charges,” 
Dowlatabadi said. 

The provisions of Shourd’s bail 
have not been disclosed, but it’s 
unlikely she would face a demand

School of Management 
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Regulators Agree 
On Banking Rules 


New standards are 
aimed at preventing 
excessive risk-taking 

Basel, Switzerland 

Global financial regulators on Sun- 
day agreed on new banking rules 
designed to rein in the excessive 
risk blamed for triggering the cred- 
it crunch and subsequent econom- 
ic crisis, an official said. 

Banks will be forced to hold 
more and safer kinds of capital 
to offset the risks they take lend- 
ing money and trading securities, 
which should make them more 
resistant to financial shocks such as 
those of the last several years. 

Some banks have protested that 
the new rules may hurt their prof- 
itability and cause them to reduce 
the lending that fuels econom- 
ic growth, possibly dampening a 
global economic recovery. 

An official familiar with the 
talks says representatives of major 


central banks agreed to the deal at 
a meeting in Basel, Switzerland, 
on Sunday. The official spoke on 
condition of anonymity because 
the deal had yet to be officially 
announced. 

The agreement, known as the 
Basel III rules, is seen as a corner- 
stone of the global financial reforms 
proposed by governments follow- 
ing the credit crunch and subse- 
quent economic downturn caused 
by risky banking practices. 

Earlier this year the Brussels- 
based European Banking Feder- 
ation warned that the new glob- 
al rules forcing banks to put aside 
more capital could keep the euro- 
zone economy in or close to reces- 
sion through 2014. 

The federation said its analysis 
of proposed new Basel III banking 
standards would limit eurozone 
banks’ credit growth and profits, 
hurt the economy and prevent the 
creation of up to 5 million jobs in 
the 16 nations that use the euro.

Fears Spread in China Over Measles Shot 



Mass vaccination 
plan sparks outcry 
from skeptical public 

Beijing 

China’s plans to vaccinate 100 mil- 
lion children and come a step closer 
to eradicating measles has set off a 
popular outcry that highlights wid- 
ening public distrust of the author- 
itarian government after repeated 
health scandals. 

Since the Health Ministry 
announced the World Health Orga- 
nization-backed measles vaccina- 
tion plan last week, authorities have 
been flooded with queries. Con- 
spiracy theories saying the vac- 


cines are dangerous have spread 
by cell phone text messages. 

The public skepticism has even 
been covered by state-run media, 


which noted the lack of trust was 
about more than vaccines. 

“Behind the public’s panic over 
the rumors is an expression of the 


citizens’ demands for security and 
a crisis in confidence,” a colum- 
nist wrote in the Chongqing Daily 
newspaper. 

“The lack of trust toward our 
food and health products was not 
formed in one day,” said the Glob- 
al Times newspaper. “Repairing 
the damage and building credi- 
bility will take a very long time. 
The public health departments 
need to take immediate action on 
all fronts.” 

In recent years, government 
agencies have dragged their feet 
or withheld information about 
the spread of SARS (severe acute 
respiratory syndrome), bird flu and, 
last month, an outbreak of cholera.

Mayor Adrian M. Fenty spent

Smart phones let you watch NFL games, read 
books and check e-mail. Now a full suite of mobile 
banking services is a tap away too. In the past year 
banks have significandy expanded their mobile offer- 
ings as more customers seek on-the-go services and 
concerns about wireless security ease. For example.

TEXT: Text alerts to notify account 
holders about Large transactions or Low 
account balances are nothing new.

Mandy Keithan to fly 


Mandy Keithan beat her fear of heights — by dangling from on high at Trapeze School New York’s former Baltimore branch. She now teaches at TSNY in D.C. 


Dream Jobs 


Life is about risk, Mandy Keithan says. Life is 
beauty and courage, teaching and learning. 
It swings between highs and lows. Hers are 
just more literal than most people’s. 

Keithan, 32, is a full-time D.C. trapeze 
instructor. It’s not your everyday career path. 
But though she never planned to sup- 
port herself by flying through the 
air, this way of life is like a home- 


coming. 

Keithan’s father toured for a year 
as a circus clown. He married and 


— their daughter explains — “when 
you have a pretty girl who doesn’t know 
what to do, you have her ride an elephant in 
the opening parade and help with the dog 
act.” The pair soon retired into civilian life in 
Cleveland, which later annoyed young Mandy 
when she realized what she’d missed.

through who I was and what I 
needed,” she says. 

After choosing courses with an 
eye toward eventual UU ministry, 
Keithan moved from the Universi- 
ty of Pittsburgh to New Jersey to 
Washington to lead religious edu- 
cation at the UU Church of Silver 
Spring.

something new.” Starting in June 
2007, Keithan gave herself a year 
to figure out what that was. 

Meanwhile, a friend had men- 
tioned taking classes at the Bal- 
timore branch of Trapeze School 
New York (410-459-6839, Trapeze- 
school.com), and Keithan had tried 
it too. Now she asked the school’s 
president, “If I were really going 
to focus on this, how would I do 
it?” He said she could train to get 
really good as a flyer — or to be a 
teacher. Aha! 

From August to November, she 
drove to Baltimore almost daily and 
learned to coach and catch, hold- 
ing students by the belt and han- 
dling safety lines. No longer just 
a student — “I thought of it like a 
trade school” — she didn’t pay but 
also didn’t get paid. 

“Our purpose is not to train pro- 
fessional trapeze artists, though 
some have turned professional,” 
says TSNY rig manager Scout Day. 
Among its half dozen full-time and 
dozen part-time teachers have been 
a ski instructor, a rock-climbing 
instructor and a mover. What they 


have in common. Day says: teach- 
ing or coaching experience; athleti- 
cism, especially gymnastics or div- 
ing; enthusiasm and patience. 

“All performers negotiate their 
own rate and are pretty secretive 
about it,” says Day, a former circus 


clown. The Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics says nationwide, “entertainers 
and performers, sports and related 
workers” make a mean of $15 an 
hour. Simply Hired lists an aver- 
age circus salary as $35,000 a year; 
CNN reported that “an established 


artist” with Cirque du Soleil can 
earn more than $100,000. 

Hanging upside down from 
her knees turned out not to be 
so different from managing 
religious education, says Keithan: 
The woman who’d feared heights 
was now “helping others unlock 
and learn to trust” and express 
themselves in new ways. “It 
touches mind, body and spirit,” 
she says. “I try to do the work as 
if it’s ministry.” 

When the outdoor school 
opened in spring 2008, Keithan 
was a full-time instructor. In 2009, 
the school moved to Gallery Place, 
a location whose visibility allowed 
for expansion. Besides static and 
acrobatic trapeze, classes include 
trampoline, partner acrobatics, 
aerial hoop and “aerial silks — like 
Cirque du Soleil.” 

Last February, the school moved 


again, beside the Navy Yard at 
Fourth and Tingey streets SE. 
(Its next staff-and-student show is 
Sept. 17 at 8:30 pm; tickets are $5.) 
Ages 6 and up can take classes, 
both indoors and out. No expertise 
is needed to try, but Keithan finds 
that her own background in gym- 
nastics and yoga helps. 

Students range from daredev- 
ils to co-workers to singles groups, 
and, like Keithan, many return for 
more. “I teach people to do things 
they didn’t think they could do,” 
she says. “When they come down 
and roll off the net, their smiles are 
exhilarating.” 

This flyer’s advice for poten- 
tial students could equally apply 
to career changers. “Don’t wait 
until you’re not nervous,” says 
Keithan. “Your instincts are right. 
If you want to do something, go

As a child, Suann Song loved sta- 
tionery the way other girls adored 
Barbie dolls or stuffed animals. 
“I would always write thank-you 
notes,” she says. “I even have pho- 
tos of me collecting paper when 
I was little.” 

That love affair continued after 
Song grew up. She still dabbled in 
the world of paper while working 
in PR and development at the Ken- 


nedy Center, creating invitations 
for family and friends. Then a class 
in letterpress printing inspired her 
to take the next step. “In the first 
45 minutes, I knew that whether 
it be a hobby or a business, I want- 
ed to do it in whatever capacity I 
could,” she recalls. 

These days. Song, 32, is paid 
to indulge her passion for paper. 
Through her company. Simple- 
song Design (Simplesongdesign. 
com), she crafts calling cards, invi- 
tations and note cards that offer a 
modern spin on a classic process. 
(Letterpress printing, in which 
ink is applied to a raised service 
that’s then pressed onto paper —

is hundreds of years old.) “I con- 
sider myself fortunate to be able 
to take something I really love 
doing and make it into a busi- 
ness,” she says. 

As Song has learned, turning a 
hobby into a money-making ven- 
ture can make work feel more like 
play. And whether spurred by a 
lackluster job market or simply a 
desire to follow one’s bliss, more 
people are making that switch. 
The payoff can be tremendous, but 
so can the risks. Which makes it 
vital to do your homework before 
ditching your cubicle for a cam- 
era or chefs hat.

The first step: Determine if 
there’s a market for your product 
or service. Start out with friends 
and family and then take your idea 
to a larger audience — through a 
blog or craft fair, for example — to 
see what level of interest you get.

349-2675, Pathfinderscareerde- 
sign.com). “You should really date 
the career before you marry it. Talk 
to five people already doing what 
you’re dreaming of and get a full 
disclosure of a day in the life from 
different perspectives.” 

Mentors can not only give you 
insight on the daily grind but 
also offer tips and advice as you 
progress. “I think my mentor’s as 
important as my husband; she’s 
been incredible,” says 34-year-old 
Erica Cormier, who started South 
Riding, Va.-based Elevee Photog- 
raphy (703-307-2838, Eleveepho- 
tography.com) after honing her 
skills snapping pics of her three 
kids. “She looks at my work and 
says adjust this here, do this here, 
try this camera.” All without ever 
meeting face-to-face — Cormier’s 
mentor is an Alabama photogra- 
pher and mom she met online. 

Expect to invest a lot of time 


and effort into your new endeav- 
or, especially in its infancy. “If 
you’re quitting your nine-to-five 
job because it’s too stressful and 
requires too much work, then get- 
ting into a freelance business is 
not for you,” says Ilasco. “You’re 
going to be working more hours 
and it will be more stressful than 
what you’re already doing.” 

Putting in 12 to 13 hours a day, 
seven days a week was the norm 
for Joel Finkelstein when he first 
turned his taste for freshly roast- 
ed coffee into his profession. The 
former freelance writer turned 
full-time coffee roaster still puts 
in lots of time operating Fresh 
Off the Roast (Freshofftheroast. 
com) and coffee shop Qualia Cof- 
fee (3917 Georgia Ave. NW; 202- 
248-6423), both in Petworth. 

“I took my first vacation in over 
a year and a half in August,” says 
Finkelstein, 38. “You have to real- 
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ly love what you’re doing. If you 
don’t, the hours are brutal and 
the workload is brutal, and it will 
destroy you.” 

So could your finances, if you 
don’t know what you’re getting 
into. 

“Most young business startups 
aren’t expected to produce a 
profit for three to five years,” 
says Spadafore. “You have to be 
comfortable with uncertainty and 
have a plan in terms of savings.” 
In many cases, it’s ideal to keep 
your day job until your new 
undertaking brings in enough 
money to pay the bills. 

A supportive significant other 
can make it much easier to take the 
leap. That Song’s husband was the 
primary breadwinner and bene- 
fits provider made it easier for her 
to strike out on her own. “If I had

been single or had to complete- 
ly rely on it as my sole income, I 
think it would have been differ- 
ent,” she says. 

Be sure to factor in the expens- 
es that accompany any startup. 
For Cormier, that meant camera 
lenses and props for her typical- 
ly pint-sized subjects. For Song, it 
was snagging a spot at the Hive at 
1511, a studio space in Old Town 


Alexandria shared by Song, a pho- 
tographer and a wedding-planning 
business. And for Finkelstein it 
was a commercial roaster and a 
proper spot in which to house it. 
“That was a pretty big jump,” he 
says. “There’s an immense amount 
of startup costs with any kind of 
physical retail space.” 

While Song is already turning 
a profit, Finkelstein and Cormier 
are still working toward that goal. 
Even so, they all have a sense of 
fulfillment that often comes with 
mixing business with pleasure. 

“I still get excited to come 
home and sit at my computer 
and edit pictures,” says Corm- 
ier. “It’s definitely a little more 
stressful doing photography for 
people who are paying me to. 
But I’m doing something I love.”

Poker skill can yield 
rewards, from small 
pots to casino hauls 


Cash on the Side 


Those who make money at poker 
talk about two kinds of games: 
poker, and winning poker. The dif- 
ference is in commanding strate- 
gies that lessen the dependence 
on flirting with Lady Luck — and 
can pay off handsomely as a part- 
time pursuit. 

These days, “poker” is nearly 
synonymous with Texas Hold ‘em, 
the so-called “Cadillac of poker 
games,” burnished by the maxim 
that it takes just minutes to learn 
and a lifetime to master. 

For novices to beat 
equally untrained 
peers, start with simply 
patience and discipline, 
says Ken Adams, a D.C. 
attorney who’s amassed 
more than $250,000 in 
tournament winnings and offers 
occasional mentoring through his 


Washington Poker School. 
Casual players tend to play 
every hand because it’s 
fun, he says: “They’re 
not there to fold, they’re 
there to play.” 

Cindy Albert, of Ger- 
mantown, Md., took up poker 
six years ago. After a few years of 
diligence she began to see a prof- 



it, and overall has won more than 
$45,000 in tournaments. 

“If you’re serious about making 
money at poker, you need to be a 
student of it,” says Albert, an orga- 
nizer of the Poker Chicks group on 
Meetup.com. She absorbed wisdom 
through books like Doyle Brunson’s 
Super System and the Harrington 
on Hold ‘em series; magazines like

Bluff and Card Player; and televised 
Hold ‘em — a treasure of pros nego- 
tiating hands, informed commen- 
tary and post-game interviews. 

Before risking cash, players like 
Albert hone their skills on web- 
sites that offer free play alongside 
money games; among the biggest 
are Full Tilt Poker and Poker- 
Stars. There is no federal, D.C., 
Maryland or Viriginia law bar- 
ring people from playing poker 
online, says John Pappas, execu- 
tive director of the Poker Players 
Alliance, even though the poker 
websites themselves are in murk- 
ier legal territory. Home games, 
too, are legal so long as the host 
is not profiting from organizing 
the game, he says. 

But online poker doesn’t offer 


experience at reading and control- 
ling physical cues, so players also 
hit free leagues that set up in area 
restaurants and bars. 

Robert Costner’s Red, White, 
and Blue Poker League, in northern 
Virginia, attracts lots of beginners 
since “it costs you nothing to lose,” 
he says. Costner, of Arlington, was 
an I.T. contractor but now splits his 
time running the league and play- 
ing poker (decent players like him- 
self should be able to make $500 a 
day at a casino, he says). 

Winning poker is equal parts 
psychology, math and luck, says 
Costner. Crafted skills can get you 
far, but “aren’t going to do you any 
good if statistically what we call 
luck intervenes and throws you a 
wrench in the face. And that you 
can’t do anything about but learn 
to be a good sportsman.” 

“On any given day can you 
lose money? Of course,” says Ken 
Adams. “The question in the long 
run is: How little do you lose on 
your losing hands and how much 
do you win on your winning

Another protest she nnasternninded 
saw service nnennbers handcuffing 
thennselves to the White House fence 
in objection to Don’t Ask, Don't Tell. “I 
figure out the nnost effective way to 
attract the nnost attention to an LGBTQ 
issue," she says. “We are creating a 
dialogue on why don't we have [that] 
protection." Tech-nninded Carnnona 
Leverages social nnedia, recruiting 
supporters via e-nnail blasts, Facebook 
and Twitter. “Also good old-fashioned 
going out to bars with flyers and talking 
to folks," she says. 

WOULD YOUWANT HER JOB? 
Good Listening skills are required: 
Carnnona Lends her ear to victinns 
of violence against the LGBTQ 
connnnunity and encourages thenn 
to nnake their voices heard. “I work 
with a connnnunity that's been 
really nnarginalized and specifically 
brutalized. What's in people's past is 
one of the biggest factors that keeps 
thenn fronn speaking up Later," she says. 
“Every day I watch LGBTQ people, who 
are told that they are Less than whole 
human beings, stand up for themselves 
and that is my payoff."

Cruz, “I did what I call ‘freelance 
troublemaking,”' says Carmona. 

She co-founded a group in California 
called “One Struggle One Fight," 
which organized protests against the 
California Supreme Court ruling that 
upheld Proposition 8. “It was really 
grassroots. We just said, ‘Hey, we’re 
mad!”’ She gathered more than 100 
angry citizens for an “intersection 
occupation" in San Francisco after 
the court’s decision, holding a banner 
across traffic Lanes. Carmona got a 


call from GetEQUAL early this year 
asking her to spearhead its new D.C. 
office. 

HOW YOU CAN GET THIS JOB: 

Learn to rile up your comrades from 
those already doing it: “Go to the city 
council meetings and find out who are 
the Loud ones talking on microphones,' 
says Carmona. “Learn person-to- 
person skills from them and make 
connections." The Midwest Academy 
(Midwestacademy.com) will hold a 
training workshop at the Conference 
Center for the Maritime Institute in 
Linthicum Heights, Md., from Nov. 15 
to 19. The D.C.-based New Organizing 
Institute (Neworganizing.com) offers 
the intensive LGBT BootCamp (dates 
to be announced).

An AU-Out Effort 


Graduating into a grim 
job market, the class 
of 2010 made the hunt 
a fuLL-time endeavor 


Job Search 

One year ago, the Class of 2009 left 
college and jumped into one of the 
worst job markets in history. 

Cautionary tales about the real 
world were quickly passed down 
to younger students: Searching six 
months for a job, waitressing and 
bartending stints, moving home 
with mom and dad, racking up 
more debt. 

“Many of my best friends grad- 
uated last year. One out of five 
has a ‘career job,’” said Christina 
Haley, 21, who just graduated from 
Marymount University in Arling- 
ton County. 

“We all had seen a couple of 
years of people graduating and 
not finding jobs,” she said. “It put 
the fear in us to start earlier, to 
pull strings so that we wouldn’t 
be stuck.” 

Several career center directors 
from around the region say the vibe 
is different in the Class of 2010.

Instead of debating salaries 
and benefits, many students set 
their sights on simply getting a job. 
They begged for internships. They 
hyper-networked and filed dozens 
of applications. They often locked 
in on early offers rather than hold- 
ing out for something better. 

And some 2010 grads decid- 
ed to wait things out. This aca- 
demic year, more have taken the 
Law School Admissions Test than 
last year. 

Teach for America, which 
recruits for hard-to-staff public 
schools, received a record 46,000 
applications for this year’s class 
and was the top employer at some 
universities. 

“People have not waited for the 
dream job because they don’t think 


it will ever open up,” said Beverly 
T. Lorig, the director of career ser- 
vices at Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity in Lexington, Va. 

A national survey of about 
13,000 graduating seniors found 
that 39 percent had received job 
offers and 59 percent of those stu- 
dents accepted them, according to 
the National Association of Colleg- 
es and Employers. That’s higher 
than last year, when 40 percent of 
seniors got offers but only 45 per- 
cent of them accepted. The result 
is that 24.4 percent of 2010 grad- 
uates reported having a job before 
graduation, up from 19.7 percent 
of the Class of 2009, according to 
the survey. 

Several career centers saw 
record numbers of students at the 
beginning of the school year in Sep- 
tember and October: More seniors 
wanted to start their job search 
early, more underclassmen wanted 
to find internships and more out- 
of-work alumni wanted help. 

To keep up with the traffic, 
career centers had to be creative 
with resources — after all, this is 
not a time when universities are 
bursting with extra cash. The Uni- 
versity of Maryland at College Park 
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moved some of its career servic- 
es online, shortened one-on-one 
appointment time slots and offered 
more clinics. Catholic University, in 
the District, upped its outreach to 
employers, added more walk-in and 
evening hours, shortened consulta- 
tions to 30 minutes and reviewed 
more resumes by e-mail, usually 
from home on the weekends. 

Simone Smith, 22, who grad- 
uated in May from George Wash- 
ington University in the District, 
watched the unemployment rate her 
entire senior year and realized that 
she had to do something drastic 
to land a job in the California Bay 


Area, where her parents live. 

Her dream job: being a pro- 
fessional millennial generation 
trend-spotter. 

Her plan of action: Apply for at 
least 100 jobs. 

Backup plan: Live at home, do 
freelance work. 

Smith created accounts on sev- 
eral career Web sites. She set up 
an RSS feed for relevant job list- 
ings that popped up on Craigslist. 
Then, she applied to everything 
she could find. 

“It’s hard to get used to rejec- 
tion. It isn’t just your experience 
and resume that they are reject- 


ing — it’s you,” she said. “If I apply 
to 100 jobs, then I will get used to 
that rejection.” 

She easily hit 100 applications 
by the Sunday in mid-May when 
she graduated. She moved home 
that Monday, and started job inter- 
views Tuesday. 

Before the end of the week, she 
had an offer to be an online mar- 
keting and community coordina- 
tor for HubPages, a compilation of 
blogs from across the country. She 
canceled her other interviews and 
signed a contract. 

Kristin Parris was one of the 
unlucky ones. Parris was one of 


20 honors students to graduate 
from Howard University’s business 
school, in the District. Typically, 
those top graduates receive six or 
seven job offers each during their 
first semester of senior year. 

Such calls during the past two 
years have become much rarer, 
and the director of the honors pro- 
gram said some recruiters who once 
called her looking for students to 
hire are now calling to see wheth- 
er she has heard of job opportuni- 
ties for themselves. 

This year, the offers didn’t come 
until second semester. The most 
offers anyone had was three — and 


Parris didn’t get a single one. 

“I never in a million years 
thought I would graduate and not 
have a job. I never, ever thought 
I would,” said Parris, 22, who 
searched for months for a human 
resources position. 

Soon after graduation, she 
signed up for a two-week seminar 
that teaches the basics of media sales 
and began to learn the trade from 
scratch, hoping the connections she 
made would land her a job. 

“I could do sales,” she said. “I 
never thought that I would. But I 

could do it.” JENNA JOHNSON (THE WASH-

Career Paths 

Armed with a bachelor’s degree in 
theology from Notre Dame, Adam 
Osielski was pondering a route well 
traveled: law school. 

He watched his friends work 
long hours as paralegals while 
studying law and weighed the all- 
encompassing commitment. That 
was five years ago. Today, Osiels- 
ki, 29, is a journeyman electrician 
rather than a law firm associate. 
Or, as Osielski might say with his 
minor in French, an electricien. 

In a region where 47 percent of 
Washington area residents have 
a college degree, the highest rate 
in the nation, Osielski is among a 
small but apparentiy growing num- 
ber of the college-educated who are 
taking up the trades. 

They started out studying aero- 
space engineering, creative writ- 
ing and urban planning. But some- 
where on the path to accumulating 
academic credentials, they decid- 
ed that working with their hands 
sounded more pleasant — and 
lucrative — than a lot of white-col- 
lar work. So bye-bye to term papers 
and graduate theses, and hello to 
apprenticeships to become plumb- 
ers, electricians, auto mechanics 
and carpenters. 

For Osielski, the attraction was 
natural. After graduating from 
Notre Dame, he spent two years 
in Haiti working with a charity 
building schools, but he wasn’t 
allowed to do the one task that 
seemed most intriguing: wiring 
the electricity. 

When he returned from Haiti, 
he began working as a furniture 
mover in the District to pay the bills 
and discovered the satisfaction that 
comes with an empty truck at the 
end of a day. A legal career seemed 
too much like drudgery.

“I have friends my age who are 
just deciding to go to graduate 
school,” said Osielski, who grad- 
uated this month from an appren- 
ticeship program run by the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers Local 26 in Lanham. “I’m 
glad to be already working and 
developing a career.” 

Economists and labor scholars 
say the rocky economy has been a 
boon for trade schools. But they 
also point to policymakers, guid- 
ance counselors and parents who 
don’t value the trades and overval- 


ue college as the gateway to suc- 
cess. As a result, American stu- 
dents come to trade apprenticeships 
relatively late, often after they’ve 
already tried college. The average 
age of the beginning apprentice 
in the United States is 25; in Ger- 
many it’s 18. 

“It’s hard to get high school 
counselors to point anyone but their 
not-very-good students, or the ones 
in trouble, toward construction,” 
said Dale Belman, a labor econo- 
mist at Michigan State Universi- 
ty. “Counselors want everyone to 


go to college. So now we’re getting 
more of the college-educated going 
into the trades.” 

Jarrad Taylor, for one, always 
assumed while growing up in 
Pennsylvania that he would attend 
college. An honors student in high 
school, it’s what his guidance coun- 
selors advised him to do. It’s what 
his mother and father, who was 
a machinist and welder, wanted 
for him. 

So he attended Penn State for 
two years, taking courses in engi- 
neering and creative writing. Then 
he went looking for a summer job. 
A family friend who is a plumber 
needed an assistant for a job in the 
Washington area, and Taylor’s par- 
ents urged him to go. 

“My parents told him to work 
the hell out of me so I’d run back 


to college,” said Taylor, now 30. 
“Seven years later, here I am.” 

Taylor was accepted into 
an apprentice program run by 
unions for plumbers, pipe fitters 
and sprinkler installers. He now 
works for a mid-size construction 
firm in Maryland and vacations 
in Europe. 

Apprentices start out getting 
paid half the scale for experienced 
workers, with raises every six 
months. Ultimately, many make 
as much or more as they would in 
jobs requiring a college degree. 
Licensed journeymen can expect 
to be paid $65,000 to $85,000 a 
year, depending on overtime. 

Local apprentice programs, 
which typically last five years, are 
swamped with applicants nowa- 
days. The electricians’ union pro-

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gram, for example, has 2,500 appli- 
cations for 100 slots. And nearly 
4,000 want to get one of the 300 
slots at plumbers and pipe fitters 
school. 

The number of openings varies 
each year depending on the amount 
of work contractors expect, so vir- 
tually all apprentices are working 
full-time. 

These will not be the people 
you call to fix a clogged toilet or 
plaster a hole in the drywall. Most 
gravitate to commercial construc- 
tion, where digital equipment has 
made the ability to decipher tech- 


nical manuals and complicat- 
ed building codes crucial. Many 
aspire to be foremen or own their 
own business. 

Nationwide, 550,000 people are 
enrolled in registered apprentice- 
ship programs, according to the 
Labor Department, and the num- 
ber of students in unregistered pro- 
grams might be almost as high. 

But determining how many 
went to college is difficult. Bureau 
of Labor Statistics surveys from 
2009 show that more than 7 per- 
cent of workers in the construc- 
tion trade have at least a bachelor’s 


degree, up from less than 6 percent 
in 1990 and 2000. The surveys are 
small, though, and not statistical- 
ly reliable. 

In the early 1970s, Robert Glov- 
er, an economics professor at the 
University of Texas, studied appren- 
ticeship programs in nine cities. 
He found that 27 percent of jour- 
neymen in six construction trades 
had at least 13 years of schooling. 
Among the tradesmen he inter- 
viewed was an electrician with 
a bachelor’s degree in aerospace 
engineering and a bricklayer who

was listening to classical music 
on the radio. 

“It woke me up ” he said. “There 
is a strong anti-manual-work bias 
in this country. I fell prey to it, 
too.” 

Brian Jones, 30, sometimes 
feels it. Originally from southern 
Virginia, he studied physics on an 
academic scholarship to McDan- 
iel College in Westminster, Md., 
hoping to get a job as an engineer 
with NASA or an aviation com- 
pany after he graduated in 2002. 
He watched friends with lower 
grades land jobs through family 
contacts, but he couldn’t find one. 
Then a friend suggested that he 
could make as much money as an 
electrician. 



What a blue-collar career may lack in prestige, it may make up for in job satisfaction. 


He just finished his third year 
as an apprentice. 

“It’s not the same as a job with, 
say, Lockheed, with a lot of office 
politics,” he said. “In the electrical 
trade, your knowledge and actions 
speak for themselves. The only 
downside is the prestige. If you 
say you work for a multinational, 
half-trillion-dollar company, ver- 
sus, T’m an electrician,’ it doesn’t 
have the same ring.” 

That doesn’t matter to Rateel- 
uck Puvapiromquan, 30, the daugh- 
ter of two teachers who immigrat- 
ed to Baltimore from Thailand. 
She decided to become an electri- 
cian when the only jobs she found 
after graduating from St. Mary’s 
College in 2001 with a degree in 
the philosophy of religion were 
in coffee shops and hotels. Her 
friends, who have gone on to get 


master’s degrees or doctorates, are 
proud of her. 

“They tell me they’re intrigued, 
amazed and proud they know a 
woman electrician,” she said. “I 
don’t understand the idea that if 
you go to college, manual labor is 
beneath you. The critical thinking 
and communication skills I learned 
in college are absolutely crucial to 
getting our work done.” 

But Taylor, the Penn State drop- 
out, admits that it was hard on him 
when his friends graduated and 
he didn’t. “When people asked me 
what I do. I’d say, T’m a plumber.’” 
He cups his mouth with his hand 
and bows his head while he whis- 
pers this. “Now I’m proud of it. 
Most of my friends from college are 
in IT. And I have more discretion- 
ary income than all of them.” carol

I think it’s a good 
device for artists to have.”

“Skeletal Lamping.” It also marks 
the first album Barnes record-

Brion ended 
up adding to nearly every song, 
incorporating a booming bottom 
end and playing nearly as many 
instruments as Barnes. 

“False Priest” is also notable 
for two collaborators: futuris- 
tic neo-soul vixen Janelle Monae 


and Beyonce’s little sister, Solange. 
Monae will open most shows on the 
band’s fall tour, which stops in D.C. 
Monday and Tuesday nights. Typi- 
cal Of Montreal performances are 
high on art and chaos — with fre- 
quent costume changes, revolving 
set pieces and a supporting cast — 
sort of like the indie version of a 
Lady Gaga production. 

“We’re really going to col- 
laborate completely for every 
moment in the show,” Barnes 
said. “We never want to break the 
illusion that you’re being trans- 
ported into this other reality.”

Since fans lined up at midnight 
nearly three years ago for the 
release of the last “Halo,” a reces- 
sion struck, President Barack 
Obama took office and “Call of 
Duty: Modern Warfare 2” became 
the best-selling shooter game of 
all time.
